And from here to elections there 
will probably be many strikes and attempted strikes, more 
so when the present government of Puerto Rico gives in at 
the slightest pressure and promises immediately (if they 
are employees of the government) an increase in salary and/or

The "Bulletin" went on to state that the Inter- 
national Convention of Communist Youths, meeting in Caracas, 
Venezuela, approved a resolution of solidarity and assist- 
ance to Pagan. It also claimed that at the International 
Convention of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), 
which took place during Holy Ueek at Harvard University, 
3oston, Idas sacbusetts , a resolution was approved to carry 
out international activities to assist Pagan. 


SDS was founded during June, 196k, 
at Port Huron, Michigan, and in the 
1960s functioned as the leading Hew 
Left campus-based student organiza- 
tion in the United States. From an 
initial posture of "participatory 
democracy, " SDS moved; to a radical- 
revolutionary youth movement. Inter- 
nal factionalism produced a split 
during the SDS national Convention 
in June, 1969, which resulted in the 
following three factions: Je a therm an; 

Worker Student Alliance (USA); and 
Revolutionary Youth movement (RYE).

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This is the report of Thursday, May 11, 1972. 

A conference took place at the locale of the PSP at #3 
Atanafeio Cuadra Street, in Humacao. The conference was 
given by JENARO RENTAS, of the PSP Board. The same dealt 
with the intensification of the Viet Nam war on the part of 
President NIXON. RENTAS said that due to the order of 
the Yankee President NIXON, the Viet Nam war had increased 
in intensity, and that therefore, the demonstrations against 
this war had to be intensified. In addition, these demonstra- 
tions would be activities of the P.SP and PIP members together. 

He announced that the most effective activity would be held 
on May 27 at the Rio Piedras square, and that for this 
activity, the PSP and PIP members would have free transportation. 

He advised that for this activity, posters would 
be pasted throughout the Island. He also said that another 
demonstration in support of the North Viet Namese would take 
place: pickets against ail the Selective service boards 

throughout the Island, and that these pickets should be 
attended by as many students as possible. 


Concerning this, ANGEL L. ADORNO advised that they 
had met with FRANCESCHI, CARLOS CRUZ and RAFAEL LOPEZ LOPEZ 
of the PIP, and that due to the fact that the PIP and the PSP 
would have a meeting next Tuesday, May 13, both groups 
decided to paste posters in the towns of Humacao and Yabucoa 
on Wednesday, May 24. ADORNO also advised that the conversations

by the leaders of the Popular Party. On ithe contrary, 

Don LUIS MUNOZ MARIN sent a telegram to the leaders of the 
Congress, urging them to let the people and the United 
Statee Congress know that the ideal of the majority of 
the Puerto Ricans was independence. 

After this, insignificant events took place with 
regards to politics in Puerto Rico. There were internal 
struggles in each one of^the political parties at the time; 
struggles which strengthened the Popular Democratic Party 
even more. Counting on more electoral power, the PPD went to 
the 1944 elections. During those elections, the Popular 
Democratic Party has an overwhelming electoral victory, for 
it wins each and every one of the municipalities ( 72 ) existing 
in Puerto Rico, so that all the candidates presented by the 
PPD, Senators, Representatives and Mayors, and Resident 
Commisioner were elected to their positions. 


After the elections, which reflected 383> 280- 
votes in favor of the Popular Democratic Party; the Progressive 
Republican Union Paify 101,7795 the Socialist Party, 68,107 (this

communism, but on the contrary, it favored statehood for PR); 
and the Liberal Party, 38,630 votes. During those elections 
there were other insignificant parties, such as the Authentic 
Party, with 159 votes; the Proletariat, with 23 votes; 
and the "Boricua" Party, no votes. And for the first time 
in Puerto Rico there is a party which has the official name 
of Independence Party of Puerto Rico, which registered local 
candidates for Mayor and municipal assembly members in the 
town of Hormigueros, which did not obtain any votes. 


After this success of the Popular Democratic Party, 
and a considerable number of leaders who had always supported 
the independence of Puerto Rico as a final status were elected, 
the independentists within the party became enthusiastic and 
decided to hold a second Pro-Independence Congress, v;hich 
would be headed by Dr. GIL3ERT0 CONCEPCION DE GRACIA (the 
first Pro-Independence Congress was directed by Dr. JUAN AUGUSTO 
PEREA from Mayaguez . ) This second Congress took place at the 
Quintana Racetrack, today in the Hato Rey area, on December 
10, 1944. This congress took place a month and five days 
after the elections on November 5, 19^* They wanted to 
promote independence with this congress, but in a clearly 
opportunist manner. . 


Dr. GILBERTO CONCEPCION DE GRACIA, who had done 
nothing to achieve the registration of the Popular Democratic 
Party and who was offered the presidency of the Permanent 
Executive Committee, urges this Committee to ’write to Don

LUIS MUflOZ MARIN, asking him when the Popular Party would 
activate the status issue and take it before the consideration 
of the people, by means of an Assembly or Constituent Convention. 

/ ■ The extortion which these dependent is ts wanted to commit 
/ against MUNOZ MARIN was Unacceptable. This was due to the 
•fact that the majority of the members of the Congress Pro- 
Independence were members and prominent legislative leaders 
of the Popular Party. MUftOZ MARIN did not accept. On 
the contrary, he indicated that his Party was again in 
power after having made electoral promises from which he 
could not back out, and that he, (MUNOZ MARIN), could not 
honestly turn back on his word. 


After this, MUNOZ MARIN intensifies his struggle 
to obtain more financial advancement for the Island of PR. 
Simultaneously, Dr. CONCEPCION DE GRACIA tries to overthrow 
MUfiOZ* leadership, in terms that he wanted to direct ideologically 
distinguished members of the Popular Democratic Party. In 
view of this, at a meeting cf the highest leaders of the PPD 
(the Founders Council and the Central^Committee of the Popular 
Party) in Arecibo, there and then, MUNOZ MARIN achieves an 


agreement with the consent cfj all the bona-fide members of 
the Popular Democratic Party. (Before this -agreement, MUNOZ 
MARIN had urged even members of his political group, to 
found a new party with independence ideals). This agreement 
pointed out the incompatibility starting on February 10, 19^-5, 
of being a member of the Popular Democratic Party, and at the 
same time a member of the Pro-Independence Congress, for the 
Congress was interfering with his public actions and wanted to 
make him break his promise to the people of Puerto Rico. 


To this, the leaders of the Pro-Independence Congress 
obviously resisted. Their resistance placed them before 
an alternative. Either to continue in the ranks of the 
Popular Party and continue doing social work, economic and 
political, or remain in the Pro-Independence Congress, which 
implied their automatic exclusion from the PPD. If they were 
to do the latter they would be forced to ; create a new political 
party, the platform of which, clearly and specifically, would 
defend the status of independence for Puerto Rico. 


While the leaders of the Congress were engaged in 
this alternative, other important things were happening for 
the benefit of Puerto Rico, and the Puerto Ricans, such 
as the appointment by President HARRY S. TRUMAN of the first 
Puerto Rican Governor to occupy this position since the 
American invasion after the beginning of the Spanish American 
War between the United States and Spain. This achievement of 
the Popular Democratic Party was considered by the enraged 
independentists as maneuvers between the Popular Party 
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(Governing Party) and the Government of the Democrats, led 
by President TRUMAN, to stop the independence desire which 
was growing among the Puerto Ricans. 

There is no doubt that this feeling was growing, 
as it -was to be reflected later in elections. But there was 
much more zeal among the people in favor of the n Estado Libre 
■Asociado." ^ 


On July 25, 1946, two events take place simultaneously. 
President TRUMAN appoints JESUS T. PINERO as Governor of 
Puerto Rico, upon the petition of Don LUIS MUftOZ MARIN. 

This great Puerto Rican prefered to continue being president 
of the Senate, but if he had wanted to, he could have been 
the Governor. He had said that he would be Governor of 
Puerto Rico on the day this position were elected by the 
Puerto Ricans. On that same day, the first meeting took 
place with the purpose of founding an independence Party.

A few months go by, and on October 20, 1946, in spite

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Independence Congress gathered at the cockfight arena Tres 
Palmas in Bayamon, the Puerto Rican Independence Party was 
constituted. From then on. Dr. GILBERTO 00NCEPCI0N DE GRACIA 
continues to lead the PIP, with a group of ex-members of 
the Popular Party, including several legislators who left 
the PPD. 


After several meetings of the Temporary Central 
Committee, in Ric Piedras and in the Bucarrabones Section of 
Guaynano, on 10/2/46, another one is held on October 27, 1946, 
during which it is decided to dissolve the Pro-Independence 
Congress. 


New meetings take place all over the Island, 
full of propaganda, and on August 11, 1947* the electoral 
registration of. the Puerto Rican Independence Party begins 
in Barrio Obrero, Santurce. The PIP finishes its registration 
in March or April, 1948, in Culebra. It then holds its 
Constituent Assembly on July 25, 1948, at the Sixto Escobar 
Stadium, Dr. GILBERTO CONCEPCION DE GRACIA being elected 
President of the PIP. 

The following go to elections on November 5, 1948: the Popular 
Party, the Statehood Party, and the Reform (previously Liberal) 
Party, and the Socialist Party, and the Popular Party wins 
again in an absolute manner, Don LUIS MUNOZ MARIN elected ; 
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Governor of Puerto Rico, for since August 5, 19^-7, the United 
States Congress had passed a law authorizing the Puerto Ricans 
to elect their own Governor. 

The Popular Party obtains in the 19^8 elections 
392,386 votes and the PIP obtains 65,351 votes, coming in 
third. The Independence Party did not wi n any municipality 
or precinct, nor elected^ any candidate. 

At the same time of this electoral failure for the 
PIP, the Popular Democratic Party achieved success. It elects 
each and every one of its nonimated legislators, all the mayors 
of all the municipalities, it s__candidate to Resident Commissioner 
in Washington, and Don LUIS MUNOZ MARIN is elected Governor, 
position which, for the first time in the history of our 
country was elected by the Puerto Ricans. 

After the elections, the Popular Party, which, 
through its high leaders had been attacking independence, openly 
decided to achieve greater autonomy in the relation between

After intensive persuasion work and international 
pressure to eliminate colonial tra its, on July 3, 1950, 
the 8lst Congress of the United States,, sanctioned with its 
votes a legislation which permited the constitution of a 
self-government. This law, (Law 600) establishes the base 
for what would be later called the "Estado Libre Asociado" 
of Puerto Rico. 

The minority parties in Puerto Rico did not agree; 
that is, the Statehood and the Independence parties. 

The Independence Party will always be against and 
has always been against anything that is done by the Popular 
Democratic Party. Since the PPD leaders were at the beginning 
independence followers, they were supposed to claim independence. 

Everything which has been obtained by the people 
of Puerto Rico: electoral mayority, through the Popular Party 
has always been looked at with contempt by the other parties, 
particularly by the Indqjendence Party. 

I believe there is a historic reason for this, 
for in spite of 'the fact that independentism in Puerto Rico 
has alv/ays been led by an intellectual elite, that has been 
their limit. It has never had popular support nor true 
liberators for Puerto Rico. Nevertheless, in terms of autonomy. 
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Puerto Rico has had leaders who have had multitudes after them 
and have received that minority support in terms of elections 
or of assemblies, as was done at the time Spain governed our 
Island. 


People like Don RAMON BALDORIOTY DE CASTRO, 

LUIS MUftOZ RIVERA, MATIENZO CINTRON, ANTONIO R. BARCELO, 
and Don LUIS MUNOZ MARIN ^have been autonomists more than 
anything else. In certain circumstances they did promote 
independence, due to the fact that the United States presented 
obstacles when they -tried to achieve a better society, in 
terms of principles and political morale. Nevertheless, when 
the US were willing to talk, the desire for a self-government 
prevailed. This form of government was later known as 
the M Estado^_Libre Asociado." It is true that niether 
Don LUIS MUNOZ MARIN nor the Popular Democratic Party create 
the judicial concept which is the'Estado Libre Asociado.” 

It has its origin at the beginning of the 1920 decade, 1922, 
to be exact, and as a matter of fact, on that same year it 
was the object of a project of lav; before the United States 
Congress. 


. But it is also true that the content, the ellaboration 
and the definition of what it is and which could be its 
dynamic projections of growth towards greater political autonomy 
while associated to the United States, was created by 
MUKfOZ MARIN and the Popular Democratic Party. And^the present 
PPD leaders will continue to do this, following MUfJOZ. 

As it could be expected, the Puerto Rican Independence 
Party opposed the referendum which implied the organization 
of a Constituent Assembly. Nevertheless, the PIP lets its 
followers vote in favor of or. against the referendum. 


More or less at this time. Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS returns from Puerto Rico after his incarceration 
in the Atlanta, Georgia penitentiary. ALBIZU CAMPOS continued 
to preach violence and his ardent anti-imperialism, doctrine 
which had diminished amen g the independentist ranks, after 
the organization of the Puerto Rican Independence Party. In 
spite of the fact that ALBIZU CAMPOS realized he had very little 
. support because the PIP had solidarized with the democratic 
process, and due to his prolongued involuntary absence from 
Puerto Rico, he leads his followers to a suicidal action on 
October 30, 1950. 


This incident is known historically, as the 
Nationalist Revolt. In Puerto Rico there is a belief 
that this revolt was previously planned, had very poor 
organization and synchronization, and turned out to be 
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issolated actions of a terrorist nature. Even the person 
who was supposed to attack Fortaleza (official residence of 
the PR Governor) did so in a hasty manner. He, RAYMUNDO 
DIAZ PACHECO was shot, almost right after he had? entered 
through the main gate. 

One day later, on November 1, 1950 (that is, one 
day after the incarceration of hundreds of nationalists 
and independentists who were considered dangerous by the 
government of the Popular Party and the Secret Service - 
here we wish to point out that the authorities went to inexcusable 
and illegal extremes with persons whose only crime was to r 
want the independence of their country), another smaller 
group of nationalists attacks the Blair Residence, the official 
home of President HARRY S. TRUMAN. American Secret Service 
officials and PR Nationalists were wounded during the 
skirmish, the latter being the worst wounded, as they 
approached the presidential suite. 

Such actions were not repudiated by the PIP; on 
the contrary, they were Justified, for the leaders of the 
Puerto Rican Independence Party, at their meeting on 
November 1, .1950# and through their Board of Directors 
pointed out that in Puerto Rico there was an undeclared 
Martial Law, and that the setting out of the referendum of 
Law 600 for June 4, 1951* had provoked that state of incipient 
revolution in which Puerto Rico found itself. 

We wish to point out that the terrorist actions 
of the Nationalist Party were repudiated by the people of 
Puerto Rico in their majority, and this repudiation was 
made known to the President of the US and the American 
people. 


As you know, the referendum was approved by a vast 
majority. (The Constituent Assembly is organized without 
any representation from the independentist faction.) The 
Constitution is approved by President TRUMAN after eliminating 
a section in its original form. Afterwards the Constitution 
is ratified on July 25* 1952. 

During the November, 1952 elections, the Popular 
Democratic Party wins again with 431,409 votes. The PIP 
obtained 126,226 and the PER 85,591* and the Socialist 21,719- 

There is something strange about the number of votes 
obtained by the PIP, twice as much as it obtained during the 
1948 elections. One of the explanations is that the PPD 
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directed its propaganda against the PER, which had new 
leaders. 


After this came the 1956 elections, which the 
Popular Party wins again. Here the PIP has an electoral 
failure, for they obtained 86, 383# from 126,228 which they 
obtained during the previous elections. 


After these elections, an internal struggle begins 
in the ranks of the Puerto Rican Independence Party. The 
differences which came up between Doctor GILBERTO CONCEPCION 
DE GRACIA and Atty. JUAN MARI BRAS were such, that there 
was a political schism. MARI BRAS left the PIP and took 
with him the most radical elements and formed the Independence / 
Movement, of which MARI BRAS became the Secretary General, / 
and Dr. FRANCISCO MANRIQUE CABRERA i'ts Director General, 
position which was a rubber stamp of the Secretary General. 


The Puerto Rican Independence Party was going down. 
Another legislator belonging to the PIP and elected by its 
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•another Party. He was Atty. JOSE LUIS FELIU PESQUERA, and 
he organized the Christian Action Party. This Party had 
the irrational support (in terms of the separation of the 
Church and the state pointed out in our Constitution and in 
the Federal Constitution) of the two bishops of Puerto Rico. 
Both bishops were North American, JAMES PL DAVIS in San Juan 
and McMANUS in Ponce. In spite of the fact that this Party 
had independent! st inspiration, both bishops who were known 
to have pro-statehood inclinations, decided to poing out that 
those electors who voted for the Popular Party would be 
comitting a "mortal sin" and that therefore, they would be 
excommunicated. Another strange fact was that the candidate 
of Resident Commissioner in Washington for the Christian 
Action Party (PAC), a party directed by an independentist 
legislator with independentist orientation, was Atty. JORGE 
LUIS CORDOVA DIAZ. Today this individual is the present 
Resident Commissioner in Washington, for' a Party whose leader 
is pro-statehood and which has pro-statehood orientation. 
These are irreconciliable attitudes of the intellect. 



In I960, the PIP's Governor candidate was Dr. JULIO 
GARCIA DIAZ (a gentleman who was a magnificent University 
Professor) and the candidate t o_Reis de nt Commj ssioner was 

RAMONA MARTINEZ 

Both, and the PIP in general. 
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obtained 24,103 votes. In 1964, with Dr. GILBERTO CONCEPCION 
DE GRACIA as candidate for Governor and JOSE ANTONIO ORTIZ 
for Resident Commissioner and the rest of the candidates, 

: * they obtained 22, 201 ."o.^es . ,v 

. Previous to the 1964 election, the PIP participated 
in the Status Commission, appointing as its delegate Dr. 

GILBERTO CONCEPCION DE GRACIA on February 20, 1964. After 
having participated in all of its deliberations and public 
hearings, and as it had been foreseen. Dr. CONCEPCION DE 
GRACIA resigned from his delegation on May 3, 1966. He said 
he had fullfilled his mission of denouncing the "colonial 
status" which the people of Puerto Rico suffered. As you know, 
this Commission made the biggest study, any commission has 
evern made concerning the PR status. It was known as the 
STACOM (Status Commission) . . ' 

After this, there is a Special Session in 
December, 1966, which is summoned by the then Governor, 

ROBERTO SANCHEZ VILELLA . There it was decided to hold 
a plebiscite on July 23, 1967, so that the people would 
consider the three status alternatives: Statehood, ".Estado 

Libre Asociado" or Independence. 

On July 23, 1967, Statehood is represented in 
the plebiscite by the Palm Tree, Independence by the 
Wheel, and the ELA by the Mountain. 

The symbol of the Mountain wins, that is, the ELA, 
the Popular Democratic Party. The Wheel obtained for 
Independence a total of 4,500 votes. It was led by UPR 
Economy Professor Dr. HECTOR ALVAREZ SILVA. The PIP refrained 
from going to the Plebiscite and at the same time joined the 
Anti-Plebiscite Congress Pro Independence l They held 
a concentration at the Sixto Escobar Stadium, which was 
attended by about 40,000 to 50,000 persons. 

Several incidents take place within the PIP against 
the one-man somewhat despotic presidency, to which MARI 
BRAS refered as the "remains of a leader" (GILBERTO CONCEPCION). 

‘ This leads to the elimination of the presidency, and on 

October 22, 1967, at the La Perla Theatre in Ponce, a triumvirate 
is created. The following were appointed members of the 
Presidential Commission:

The LSP (Puerto Rican Socialist League) 
is a Marxist-Leninis t pro-MAO Tse-tung 
organization which was formed in early 
January, 1964, by JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER, 
who had resigned a leadership position 
in another Puerto Rican Marxist organiza- 
tion in October, 1963.

There seems to be some substance to these charges 
of PAGAN, and it may be the result of anger and pique by PSP 
leaders that PAGAN had allied himself with ultra -lef tists 
and anti-PSP groups, such as the LSP. 

When this interview appeared in "Pueblo”, MARI 
and his associates were in a great rage. MARI's first 
action was to violently denounce "Pueblo" and the PCP in 
a speech he made at Aguadilla a few days later. The sub- 
stance of his denunciation was that "Pueblo" and other 
"taicro grupos" (small dissident factions) and "elementos 
ajenos" (outside forces) became participants in a campaign 
by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) to damage the 
independence movement and to "serve imperialism". This 
attack signalled lihe start of a consistent and continuing 
attack in all ensuing speeches and editions of "Claridad", 
including up to tile edition cf September 17, 1972. 

In a press conference, FELIX OJEDA answered back 
sharply by saying | that the allegations of MARI BRAS were 
injurious and false and it was impossible to imagine that MARI 
could make such statements.

PIP is a legally constituted political 
party founded in 1948. In the three 
most recent general elections, it has 
failed] to poll sufficient votes to re- 
main on the ballot but has regained 
status] by petition or legislative act. 

In 1970 , the PIP pledged itself to a 
more radical political posture and advo- 
cated more active participation in 
protests, marches, pickets and boycotts. 

According to the PCP, one of the major reasons for 
these attacks against the PCP is the current international 
politics within the independence movement.

It does appear that there is a deep conflict, 
policy-wise, in perspective and ideology between the 
BERRIOS group and the former MPIPR leaders and groupings. 

The old MPIPR concept* of obtaining independence was the 
revolutionary struggle and pro-socialist program. This 
led to a general acceptance of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, former 
nationalist leader and his anti -electoral attitudes and 
a sympathetic view of individual terrorist methods of 
struggle. The BERRIOS concept is to obtain independence 
through "the American system" of participation in elections, 
and not revolut ionary methods which are alien to the Puerto 
Rican spirit. The idea of watching a "respectable" fight 
for independence within the American system creates visions 
of an independence similar to that in the Philippine Islands 
wherein imperialist control of a nation and its patrimony 
remains in the hands of "foreign robbers". 

It is possible now to say that the general pro- 
independence movement is less strong, less vocal, less 
united and more confused than at any time in the past. 

While the old time "true" revolutionaries are confused and 
in disarray, the pro-BERRIOS ideology and leadership has not 
yet succeeded in establishing its hegemony and accepted 
leadership of the general movement. The PCP is quite upset 
over the necessity to be accepted as the accredited unity 
of the communist movement which it says is actually being 
hindered by the international communist movement itself. 

This movement gives recognition and support to the MARI 
organization that is denied to the PCP. The MARI group is 
sent invitations to every international event and their 
expenses are paid. On various occ sions the PCP receives 
an invitation to attend an international gathering but can- 
not attend because of lack of finances. The official Cuban 
newspaper "Granina” published MARI’s attack against the 
PCP, but has not published the reply of FELIX OJEDA. Inter- 
national communist publications consistently give publicity 
to and print articles about MARI 's organization, but no 
publicity or articles concerning the PCP. This practice 
invests MARI *s organization with an international recognition 
which is denied the PCP and tends to make the PCP an object 
of contempt in Puerto Rico.
